Dr.  J.  W.  "Jones,  president  of 
the  College,  has  announced 
that,  contrary  to  the  general 
trend  throughout  the  country, 
the  College  registration  at  the 
beginning  of  the  winter  quarter 
was  larger  than  when  the  fail 
quarter  ended.  The  peak  of  en¬ 
rollment  of  the  fall  quarter 
was  899,  a  4  per  cent  increase 
over  a  year  ago,  despite  a  30 
per  cent  decrease  in  UI  en¬ 
rollment.

College  Swimming  Pool

All  bathers  are  required  to  take 
showers  before  putting  on  suits  and 
immediately  after.  They  must  also 
take  showers  after  swimming.  The 
bathing  suits  are  kept  clean  and 
laundered  after  each  use.  Swim¬ 
mers  are  required  to  stay  out  of  the 
water  if  there  is  any  sign  of  ath¬ 
lete’s  foot,  infection,  or  nose  and 
throat  drainage.

Interest  for  agriculture  runs  high 
at  Northwest  Missouri  State  Col¬ 
lege. 

This  is  natural  since  the  College 
is  located  in  one  of  bhc  'best  agri¬ 
cultural  regions  in  the  country  and 
many  of  the  students  here  come 
from  farms  or  rural  areas. 

Approximately  sixty-five  boys  nrc 
now  majoring  or  minorlng  in  this 
field.  Many  other  students  arc 
also  taking  agriculture  courses 
These  students  may  toe  divided  into 
four  main  groups. 

Students  Represent  Four  Groups 
Group  one  is  made  up  of  boys 
who  want  to  obtain  technical  agri¬ 
cultural  training  and  then  return 
to  the  farm.  Most  of  these  boys 
live  near  the  Coilege. 

The  second  group  consists  of 
students  who  take  a  degree  here 
with  sixty  hours  of  technical  agri¬ 
culture  training  and  return  to  the 
farm,  enter  an  agricultural  indus¬ 
try,  or  continue  work  toward  an 
advanced  degree  in  specialized 
courses. 

Group  three  is  made  up  of  those 
who  plan  to  get  a  degree  and  teach 
general  agriculture. 

The  fourth  and  largest  group  in¬ 
cludes  those  who  want  to  attend 
the  College  for'  one  or  two  years 
and  then  transfer  to  Missouri  Uni¬ 
versity  or  Iowa  State  College  for 
specialized  training. 

Many  Help  Operate  Farms 
A  definite  advantage  to  boys  of 
all  of  these  groups  is  the  location 
of  this  College.  Because  of  the 
nearness  of  Northwest  State  to 
their  homes  many  boys  who  might 
otherwise  not  be  able  to  attend 
college  can  do  this  and  still  help 
out  at  home.  This  is  important 
since  almost  every  'boy  taking  ag¬ 
riculture  courses  operates  or  helps 
to  operate  a  farm. 

Another  advantage  to  those  de¬ 
siring  further  technical  Knowledge 
in  agriculture  is  the  fact  that 
Northwest  State  operates  on  a 
quarterly  basis.  This  fact  helps  boys 
who  must  work  most  of  the  year 
on  farms  to  attend  sohool  for  a 
complete  quarter  during  the  winter. 
College  Offers  Thorough  Program 
A  thorough  and  diversified  pro¬ 
gram  of  courses  Is  offered  to  those 
interested  in  agriculture.  Includ¬ 
ed  arc  studies  of  field  and  forage 
crops,  soils,  horticulture,  agricul¬ 
tural  economics,  animal  husbandry, 
and  farm  shop. 

Under  these  general  topics  are 
such  subjects  as  beef,  sheep,  pork, 
dairy,  and  poultry  production,  an¬ 
imal  nutrition,  animal  breeding, 
breeds  of  livestock,  and  vegetable, 
fruit  and  landscape  gardening. 
Chairman  Knows  State  Well 
Chairman  of  the  agriculture  de¬ 
partment  is  Mr.  R.  T.  Wright,  who 
came  to  the  College  In  1935  from 
Jefferson  City,  where  he  was  sup¬ 
ervisor  of  vocational’  education  In 
the  state  department  of  education. 

Previous  to  that  time  he  had- 
taught  vocational  agriculture  In 
Northwest  Missouri  for  10  years. 
Mr.  Wright  has  his  B.  S.  and  M.  A. 
degrees  from  Missouri  University. 

Is  President  of  Jersey  Parish 
Mr.  Wright  Is  president  of  Jer¬ 
sey  Parish  Number  Eight,  which 
includes  nineteen  counties  of  North¬ 
west  Missouri.  He  is  also  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Hampshire  Sheepbreed- 
ers  Association.  At  the  College

Wall  Street  Invades

A  stranger  who  by  chance  might 
be  walking  past  Room  106  at  1 
o’clock  would  momentarily  think  he 
was  on  Wall  Street,  because  from 
that  room  can  be  heard  the  rhythm 
of  the  ticker  tape,  and  the  calling 
of  stock  market  quotations  by  Dr. 
Sterling  Surrey’s  “junior  capita¬ 
lists." 

The  students  in  corporation  fi¬ 
nance  have  undertaken  a  project  to 
study  financing  from  the  point  of 
view  of  the  individuals  buying  sec¬ 
urities  on  the  open  market.  A  fic¬ 
titious  sum  of  $10,000  was  advanced 
to  each  to  be  invested  in  stocks,  In 
a  minimum  of  ten  companies.  Stu¬ 
dents  are  required  to  keep  a  dally 
record  of  the  actions  of  the  stock 
market,  and  also  a  record  of  their 
profits  or  losses.  Another  rule  Is 
that*  throughout  the  course  each 
student  must  occasionally  play  the 
market  long  and  short. 

Contrary  to  the  accepted  belief 
thut  the  men  are  the  financial  wiz¬ 
ards,  the  dally  profit  and  loss  record 
reveals  that  the  only  two  girls  In  the 
class  lead  the  profit  list.  Helen  Fis¬ 
her  has  made  $2000  or  a  20%  return 
on  her  original  investment  of  $10, 
000.  Joyce  Wehrii  leads  the  list  next 
with  a  profit  of  $1400.

Mr.  Phillips  is  an  education  instructor  on  the  campus  of  Northwest  Missouri  State;  lie  is  widely  known,  re¬ 
spected  and  beloved  by  students  and  alumni. 


Mr.  Homer  T.  Phillips  of  the  edu¬ 
cation  department  has  a  rare  book 
collection  of  more  than  200  volumes. 
Many  are  first  editions  and  are 
more  than  100  years  old. 

Donations  to  his  collection  have 
come  from  students,  former  stu¬ 
dents,  and  friends  throughout  the 
nation.  Many  have  been  sent  to  Mr. 
Phillips  without  the  names  of  the 
donors. 

His  collection  includes  complete 
sets  of  McGuffy's  readers.  Ray’s 
arithmetics,  and  Webster’s  blue 
back  spellers. 

Books  of  interest  and  favorites  of 
Mr.  Phillips  are  as  follows:  S.  G. 
Goodrich,  "Pictoral  History  of 
America"  (no  date  or  publisher), 
842  pages  with  history  to  about 
1850;  John  Walker  “Dictionary," 
1827;  Hitchcock,  "Elementary  Geol¬ 
ogy,”  Newman  and  Company,  New 
York,  1847,  illustrated  with  folding 
colored  drawings  of  veins;  and  the 
famous  GuyoL's \  "First  Modern 
Geography,  Scribner  and  Com¬ 
pany.  New  York,  1808,  the  first 
modern  geography  published'  in  the 
United  States,  illustrated  and  de¬ 
scriptive  but  difficult  to  teach  until 
later  editions  were  of  question  and 
answer  type  for  easier  teaching. 

Interesting  reading  is  found  in  his 
copy  cf  Mitchell’s  "Modem  Geog¬ 
raphy  of  the  World.”  Cowperwait 
and  Company,  Philadelphia,  1851, 
from  which  the  following  descrip¬ 
tion  of  the  Missouri  territory  is 
found: 

1.  Missouri  Territory  is  a  vast 
wilderness,  thinly  inhabited  only 
by  different  tribes  of  Indians.  It 
consists  of  extensive  prairies,  over 
tv  Illicit  roam  countless  droves  of 
buffalo,  elk,  doer  and  wild  horses. 

2.  On  the  western  frontier  the 
Rocky  Mountians  rise  up  to  a  great 
height,  and  have  their  tops  covered 
with  perpetual  snow.  Among  these 
the  grizzly  bear  is  found:  he  is  the 
largest  and  fiercest  animal  of  his 
kind,  and  is  peculiar  in  North 
America. 

•  3.  This  region  is  visited  by  the 
white  traders,  who  barter  with  the 
Indians  for  the  skins  of  buffaloes, 
bears,  beavers,  etc  .  taken  by  them 
in  hunting.  There  are  also  many 
white  trappers  and  hunters,  who 
live  like  Indians,  and  are  absent 
from  the  settlements  frequently 
for  years  at  a  time. 

4.  The  principal  native  tribes  are 
the  Pawnees,  Sioux,  Ric^arces,  Crow, 
and  Black-Feet  Indians.  Most  of 
these  savages,  possessing  many 
horses,  roam  from  place  to  place,  in 
quest  of  buffalo  and  other  game. 

Mr.  Phillips  has  been  collecting 
ills  rare  books  for  more  than  twenty 
years.  He  enjoys  most  his  McGuffy 
readers.

Visit  College  Tuesday 


The  mobile  blood  unit  is  sched¬ 
uled  to  visit  the  College.  Tuesday. 
January  24.  This  unit  hopes  to  col¬ 
lect  at  least  GOO  pints  of  blood  for 
use  at  the  veterans'  hospital  at  Ex¬ 
celsior  Springs  (a  250  bed  hospital) 
and  at  Wadsworth.  Kansas,  (a  1050 
bed  hospital). 

Miss  Helen  Jones  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Red  Cross,  Kansas  City,  and 
Mrs.  Naomi  'Gray  of  Red  Cross 
chapter,  Maryville,  are  in  charge  of 
this  project.  They  have  asked  the 
Alpha  Phi  Omega  to  assist  in  so¬ 
liciting  donors  for  the  Red  Cross 
blood  hank.  All  organizations  as 
well  as  individual  students  and 
faculty  members  are  asked  to  co¬ 
operate  as  wholeheartedly  as  they 
have  in  the  past.  The  Home  Eco¬ 
nomics  Club  has  been  asked  to  pro¬ 
vide  sand  wiches,  cookies,  fruit  juice, 
milk,  and  coffee  foi  those  who  give 
blood. 

The  blood  bank  has  now  found 
a  way  to  use  the  blood  of  people 
who  have  had  malaria  and  jaun¬ 
dice,  a  condition  which  was  not 
previously  possib'e.  The  blood  bank 
unit  will  be  set  up  for  operation 
from  10  u.m.  through  5  or  5:30  p.m. 

Donors  are  asked  not  to  give 
blood  within  less  than  two  hours 
after  eating  a  meal,  to  avoid  fried 
foods  and  others  containing  l'at. 

The  Alpha  Phi  Omega  plans  to 
keep  a  permanent  file  on  the  var¬ 
ious  blood  types  from  blood  donors.

Mr.  Wright  was  sponsor  of  the 
Student  'Senate  for  eight  years  and 
is  a  sponsor  of  the  Sigma  Tau 
Gamma  fraternity. 

Assisting  him  is  Mr.  F.  B.  Hough¬ 
ton  who  is  secretary-treasurer  of 
the  Northwest  Missouri  Hampshire 
Sheep  Breeders  Association,  and  a 
member  of  the  Nodaway  County 
Aberdeen  Angus  Association. 

Work  With  Agricultural  Groups 
Both  of  these  men  are  practical 
farmers  in  that  they  both  operate 
their  own  farms  and  work  with 
agricultural  groups  of  the  area. 

The  classrooms  of  the  agriculture 
department  are  probably  the  most 
interestingly  and  appropriately  dec¬ 
orated  at  Northwest  State.  On  the 
floor,  hung  on  the  wall,  on  shelves, 
and  in  cabinets  are  displayed  more 
than  350  old  farm  implements  that 
have  been  lent  or  given  to  the  de¬ 
partment. 

Displays  Are  Attractive 
Included  in  the  continually 
growing  display  are  articles  rang¬ 
ing  all  the  way  from  an  early  corn 
planter  nnd  some  branding  irons 
to  bridle  bits  and  human  yokes. 

Dr.  Frank  Horsfall,  former  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  agriculture  department 
started  the  collection  more  or  less 
as  a  hobby.  Since  he  left,  Mr. 
Wright  has  continued  it. 

Farm  Demonstrates  Methods 
In  conjunction  -with  -the  classes 
taught  nt  the  College,  Northwest 
State  maintains  a  200  acre  farm. 
It  is  operated  as  an  average  gen¬ 
eral  farm,  and  although  experi¬ 
mental  work  is  done  in  cooperation 
with  the  Missouri  College  ol'  Agri¬ 
culture  the  main  purpose  of  the 
farm  is  to  demonstrate  approved 
methods  of  farming  which  have 
actually  proved  successful  and 
practical. 

Mr.  Wright  is  farm  manager. 
Two  full-time  and  one  part-time 
workers  are  employed  at  the  farm. 
Additional  < student i  help  is  also 
hired  -when  needed. 

Orchard  and  Vineyard  Are  Used 
Besides  raising  tiie  general  crops 
and  livestock  the  farm  also  has  a 
small  orchard  and  vineyard  where 
grafting,  pruning,  spraying,  nnd 
similar  procedures  are  demonstrat¬ 
ed. 

At  the  farm  is  a  forty-head  herd 
of  purebred  Jersey  cattle.  'Pinnacle 
Premier,  herd  bull,  has  been  clas¬ 
sified  as  “excellent  in  type,"  which 
is  the  highest  rating  a  bull  can 
achieve.  He  was  also  Grand 
Champion  of  1949  Jersey  Parish 
show  of  'Northwest  (Missouri.  The 
herd  is  on  test  in  'the  Dairy  Herd 
Improvement  Association. 

Ag  Club  Benefits  All 
The  Ag  Club,  as  an  extra-curri¬ 
cular  organization  enables  -boys  of 
similar  background,  interests,  and 
experiences  to  get  together  to  car¬ 
ry  on  activities  of  mutual  benefit. 
Activities  of  the  club  include  judg¬ 
ing  at  various  contests,  an  annual 
Barnvai'ming,  which  is  a  tradition¬ 
al  social  function,  and  the  ban¬ 
quet  at  which  trophies  arc  award¬ 
ed  to  the  top  judges  at  me  end  of 
each  year.  The  club  also  takes 
part  in  nil  .other  all-school  pro¬ 
jects  and  .activities.

Dr.  Surrey  Predicts 

’50  Business  Conditions 

Dr.  Sterling  Surrey,  chairman  of 
the  department  of  commerce,  spoke 
to  the  Rotarians,  Wednesday,  De¬ 
cember  28.  Dr.  Surrey  .talked  on 
various  predictions  for  the  year  of 
1950  and  his  own  interpretation  of 
these  predictions.  He  pointed  out 
'that  when  times  are  good  predic¬ 
tions  are  optimistic,  but  that  when 
times  are  bad  people  have  a  pessi¬ 
mistic  attitude.  Dr.  Surrey  stated 
that  about  40  per  cent  of  the  pre¬ 
dictions  for  1949  were  accurate.

■Put.  on  your  best  padded  ear- 
muffs,  get  yourself  some  powerful 
bifocals,  and  come  down  to  the 
College  gymnasium,  January  21,  at 
8  p.m.,  to  see  one  of  the  most  inter¬ 
esting  pow  wows  in  the  history  of 
Indian  skirmishes. 

The  Cape  Girardeau  Indians  will 
be  donning  war  paint  for  a  con¬ 
ference  tussle,  and  will  be  following 
a  new  leader,  Coach  John  Adams, 
who  stepped  into  the  shoes  of  D.  W. 
Goddard. 

Bearcats  Have  Ammunition 
Their  main  problem,  however, 
will  have  to  be  council-solved. 
Maryville  has  established  a  great 
offensive  squad  that  nets  points 
fast  and  furiously,  and  led  by  center 
A1  Henningsen  and  forward  Pete 
Younger,  the  team  promises  to  be 
a  sharp  shooting  outfit  this  Friday 
night. 

Chief  John  Adams  will  have  a 
few  more  worries  when  Indian 
offensive  attacks  are  met  with  a 
determined  resistance  from  season¬ 
ed  Bearcat  defense  men  such  as 
Kurby  Lyle.  Gme  Ceglenski,  and 
Dick  Buckridge. 

There  Is  a  Duel  Revenge 
But  previous  records  show  this 
game  to  be  a  pretty  equivocal  con¬ 
test.  Last  year  the  Bearcats  surged 
over  Cape.  51  -4G.  winning  the  first 
encounter,  but  the  Indians  reta¬ 
liated  with  a  51-48  victory  over 
Maryville  to  even  the  series. 

Moreover,  a  fellow  by  the  name 
of  Bob  Godwin  could  cause  the 
Bearcats  some  trouble.  Bob  was 
high  scorer  against  the  Kirksville 
Bulldogs. 

Cape  has  had  a  poor  pre-confer¬ 
ence  showing,  and  last  week  was 
beaten  by  a  Kirksville  aggregation, 
46-42  in  opening  conference  play. 
Kirksville,  incidentally,  lost  to 
to  Dl'ake,  a  midwestern  basketball 
power.  68-50. 

Springfield  Defends  Title 
Reviewing  a  lil  tie  of  conference 
play  last  year,  one  can  see  that  the 
Springfield  Bears  are  defenders  of 
the  MIAA  championship,  but  re¬ 
cent  tabulated  results  show  little 
promise  for  a  repeat  performance. 

Maryville,  on  the  other  hand, 
finished  fifth  in  the  MIAA  stand¬ 
ings,  having  a  conference  record’  of 
three  wins  and  seven  losses,  Cape, 
51-46,  and  -Rolla  twice,  71-58  and 
67-55.

Bearcats  Experience 
Three  Lost  Week  Ends 


A  week  prior  to  Christmas  va¬ 
cation,  and  during  the  intermission, 
Coach  Ryland  Milner's  Bearcats 
met  several  cage  squads.  Most  im¬ 
portant  of  the  contests  was  the 
Washburn  tournament  in  which 
Maryville  lost  its  opening  game  to 
the  eventual  champions,  Mankato. 
The  Bearcats  took  consolation  third 
place,  however. 

A  review  of  the  several  games 
played  in  the  remaining  few'  weeks 
of  last  year  is  presented  in  the 
following  paragraphs. 

St.  Benedict’s 

The  Maryville  Bearcats  defeated 
the  Ravens  of  St.  Benedict’s  for  the 
second  time  this  year,  when  they 
invaded  Atchison,  December  15, 
and  downed  the  Kansans,  51  to  47. 
The  game  was  not  as  close  as  the 
score  would  indicate.

Mankato,  Minnesota,  State 
Teachers  edged  out  Maryville  48  to 
45,  December  20,  in  the  opening 
game  of  the  Wnshburn  University 
invitational  tournament.  The  Bear¬ 
cats  led  throughout  the  first  half 
but  faltered  near  the  close  of  the 
period,  giving  Mankato  a  24  to  22 
halftime  lead.  Kurby  Lyle  led  the 
Bearcat  scorers  with  ten  points. 

East  Texas  State 

Maryville  took  consolation  honors 
December  21,  when  they  downed 
East  Texas  State  57  to  38.  Mankato 
took  first  place  honors  by  defeat¬ 
ing  the  host,  the  Washburn  team. 

Fort  Hays 

Maryville  Bearcats  Journeyed  to 
Fort  Hays  in  a  cage  double-header, 
December  30  and  31.  The  Kansans 
walloped  the  Cats  78  to  60  in  the 
first  game.

Henningsen  Leads  Scoring 
Big  A1  Henningsen  not  only  led 
the  scoring  parade  with  20  points, 
but  was  a  stalwart  on  defense. 
Kurby  Lyle  and  Dick  Buckridge 
were  by  far  the  key  men  on  the 
Bearcat  lineup  on  defense.  Without 
the  aid  of  these  two  in  handling 
the  ball,  both  oifensively  and  de¬ 
fensively,  'the  Maryville  cause 
would  have  been  lost.  It  would  be 
entirely  wrong  to  say  that  these 
three  were  the  reason  the  ’Cats 
tasted  a  much  wanted  victory  over 
Fort  Hays,  because  every  man  who  | 
entered,  the  game  for  Maryville  had 
but  one  thought  in  his  mind,  re¬ 
venge!  The  byword  of  the  night  for 
the  Bearcats  was  teamwork,  and 
every  man  displayed  that  quality. 

The  Panthers  drew  first  blood 
and  led  4  to  3  in  the  opening  min¬ 
utes.  Maryville,  after  having  trou¬ 
ble  coping  with  a  tricky  defense, 
finally  began  hittng  the  hoop  and 
pulled  into  the  lead  to  stay  during 
the  rest  of  the  game.  Fort  Hays  led 
the  College  in  field  goals  scored 
during  the  first  quarter,  9  to  8,  but 
the  Bearcats  hit  9  out  of  15  free 
throws  to  hold  a  halftime  margin 
of  25-22. 

Free  Throws  Tell  Story 
Starting  the  second  frame  the 
Green  an  White  began  pulling  away 
and  at  one  time  held  a  10  point 
lead.  But  the  story  was  told  in  free 
throws.  When  the  final  count  was 
made,  the  Bearcats  had  made  good 
17  out  of  24  attempts  from  the  free 
throw  line  for  a.  71  per  cent  aver¬ 
age;  the  Panthers  made  7  out  of  14 
free  heaves  for  a  50  per  cent  aver¬ 
age.  Fort  Hays  edged  the  ’Cats  in 
total  field  goals,  17  to  16. 

The  entire  game  was  fast  and 
furious  except  during  the  final 
minute  of  play  when  Dick  Buck¬ 
ridge  and  Kurby  Lyle  put  on  a 
dazzling  display  of  dribbling  and 
ball  handling  to  stall  the  game. 
The  Panther  efforts  to  break  up  the 
stall  were  futile;  the  ball  rested  in 
Buckridge’s  hands  as  the  final  gun 
blasted  the  game  into  the  record 
books. 

Spectators  at  this  contest  went 
away  knowing  that  they  had  seen 
a  not-soon-to-be-forgotten  forty 
minutes  of  thrilling  and  exciting 
basketball.
